Four other St. Louis dairies 
passed inspections made by the 
Ulinois agency in mid-December. 
They are Pevely, Aro, Raskas 
and Sealtest dairies. 

-Told to Correct Deficiencies. 
‘At hearings last Wednesday 
and Thirsday in Springfield, 
representatives of Adams, Qual- 
ity and Valley Farm dairies 
were given ‘until next Wednes- 
day to correct defictencies. in 
their plants.. They will be per- 
mitted to continue selling milk | 
pending the reinspections. 

Dr. Leroy Davenport, chief of 
the Illinois division of milk con- 
trol and veterinary public health, 
said the recent inspections re- 
lated to sanitation and plant 
operation, as distinguished from 
structural defects. 

The Illinois inspection did not 
include tests of the milk produced 
bythe plants. St. Louis health 
authorities said the plants are 
inspected regularly by St. Louis 
inspectors and the milk produeed 
atthe plants was ‘‘perfectly safe 
to.drink.’’

We like the looks of the plans now being

over the present use of the site, and should 


provide an electrifying stimulus to the whole 
downtown. area. Any community benefits 
to be realized from retaining the present 
building would have to be quite large*to off- 
set the benefits from such a redevelopment. 

To insure that the right kind of redevelop- 
ment takes place is, it seems to us, more im- 
portant than trying to prevent any redevelop- 
ment at all. We trust that city officials, city 
planners and downtown interests will get to- 
gether on this objective and take the. proper 
legal steps, by ordinance or otherwise, to 
achieve it. 


Now Shopping by Automation 
The superniarket of the ’60s, we are told 
by an ingenious promoter, will look astonish- 
ingly, like Frank Lloyd Wright’s Guggenheim 
Museum. The shopper will ascend to the top 
of the circular building by elevator, and then 


walk gently down a spiral ramp, shopping as . 
she goes. 


Everything will be done electron- 
ically, of course, the shopper simply tabbing 
what she wants and the groceries automati- 
cally sliding down conveyor belts to the main 
floor. Even the checker will be eliminated 
by a computer machine. We shall wait until 
we see it, but we doubt if the American house- 
wife will ever give up to automation the right 
to pinch her own lettuce and snap her own 
green beans.
